the approval of the Court as a suitable 
scheme supplementa! to and modifying the 
existing scheme. The governors were con 
strained to the conclusion that even now :t 
would be difficult. and later on it would be 
impossible, to obtain twenty-one persons 
having the qualifications to act as military 
eovernors, and thev,therefore, proposed that 
the nomber should be reduced to fifteen, 
ond snggested that the qualifications for 
snpointment should be that the persons 
should be residents in the Free State, being 
on the retired or reservé list of officers of 
the British Army, and not under the rank 
of captain, 

The governors were unanimous that the 
military element in the govérning body 
shonld be continued in a substantial 
majority. The annnal income of the 
Institution was verv largely derived from 
military sources. and it was feared that if 
the military element in the governors ceased

RENAISSANCE. 


SANCTUARY OF 
CIVILISATION. 


— 


The American Nation comments as follows 
in an article entitled ' The New Renais- 
sance ' :— . 

ERHAPS the American worm is turning 
IE at last, and by doing so is about to 
win that respect which even a worm— 
provided it is properly aggressive—can always 
win. As long as three winters ago Mr. St. 
John Ervine came to these shores in the 
shining and impenetrable armour of an Eng- 
lish author, but left after a somewhat doubt- 
ful contest. Still more recently Mr. Priestley 
—strong with that sense of a universal pollt- 
tico-philosophical © competence © which the 
writing of a poptlar novel seems almost 
always to confer—came, saw, and did some- 
thing considerably less than conquer. Then, 
at about the same time, Bernard Shaw con- 
fessed from the depths of his now silvery 
beard that he did not really believe Ameri- 
cans much more stupid than the rest of 
humanity, though he always pretended to do 
so simply because he had learned trom ex- 
perience how much they liked to be insulted, 
and with what a lavish hand they would re- 
ward those who took the trouble to insult 
them. 

But this is rot all, for the wonders rather 
wrow than cease, and Andre Maurois, a 

ighly gifted and popular French man ot 
letters, has -Leaped surprise upon surprise 
While he was here he said very nice things 
about us, both in private and public, and, 
what is more, 1s apparently going to cisk his 
reputation at home by saying nice things 
gpbout us there. too. 
' "“8CUM OF THE EARTH." 

It is true that Maurois plainly smplies that 
nearly all Frenchmen and nearly al] English- 
men frankly consider us to be the scum of 
the earth, aud a menace to that beautiful 
European civilisation which produced a war 
grander than anything which we could hope 
to rival with our petty gangsters and our 
relatively inefficient Prohibition agents. But 
for himself (and quite seriously) he states 
some very pertinent objections to this view. 
If the civilisation of the machine and 
industiialisation are to blame, then it is at 
least worth while to remember that industrial 
civilisation was invented in the nineteenth 
century by France and Engiand. American 
culture, he continues, is rather primitive than 
inferior, and ‘‘for my part I think that we 
shall have difficulty in saving our Western 
civilisation during the next few decades, but 
that one of its sanctuaries, along with Paris 
ard London and some of the great European 
universities, will be the rocky islet of Man- 
hattan ”’ 

These are very comforting words, even 
though we sometimes quite seriously wonder 
whether or not it will be worth while if we 
can do no more than salvage that civilisation 
of Europe which certainly does not seem to 
have been a complete and howling success 
when one considers certain of its aspects. 
But what interests us most is when M. 
Maurois, referring to the primitiveness rather 
than the inferiority of our culture, adds: 
“ The «period in European history which 
cones irtesistibly to my mind when I think 
of America. is the Renaissance... at the 
present time the United States is in the period 
of Cesare Borgia, of Henry VII.. and of 
Machiavelli.’’ If we catch his drift, M. 
Maurois is saying that the violence and /cor- 
ruption characteristic of the American scene 
is not merely Tike that of the Renaissance, but 
that it is attributable to the same cause—to 
the abounding vigour of a youth which ex- 
perience has not yet disciplined. He has 
more hopes for us than we sometimes have 
for ourselves, and he is convinced that we 
shall survive gangsters and thugs even as 
Italy survived those tyrants and those bullies 
who seem more picturesque only because they 
are remote. 

We are vot so sure just how much comfort 
we personally can take in this comparison.

There was not a single officer from Belfast 


the six counties. 

Later, when Mr. Jellett was reading the 
proposed scheme, he said that. it provided 
that no prrson would be eligible for appoint- 
ment as military governors unless he wae resi- 
dent in Ireland. The reference to residence 
in the Free State appeared only in the 
affidavit. . 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that. he men- 
tioned the point as he did not want to tie 
the hands of anybody, but the draft scheme 
read by Mr. Jellett made the matter clear.

Big Decrease in Flax 
Acreage.

BELFAST, Friday. 


A preliminary statement of the acreage 
under crops and the number of livestock in 
Northern Ireland at the Ist June, 1931, with 
comparative figures for 1930, was issued 
to-day by the is án Ministry of Agricul- 
ture. It shows a decrease of 52,153 acres in 
the ploughed area. which dechined from 
535.257 acres in 1930 to 483,084 acres in 
1951. The principal decreases occurred in 
oats and flax, the area ‘under each of these 
erops being over 21,000 acres less than in 
1 viz., 285,643 acres in the case of oats. 
compared with 306,809 the preceding year. 
and /,440 acres of fiax, compared with 28,507 
acres in 1930—almost one-fourth of the area. 

The area under corn crops fell from 315,259 
acres in 1930 to 291.470 acres in 1951, a de 
crease of 23,789 acres, or 7.5 per cent. Wheat 
showed the relatively large decrease of almost 
55 per cent. as compared with 1930. The 
area under root and green crops declined 
from 182,565 to 175,567 acres, a decrease of 
almost 7,000 acres, or 3.8 per cent. The 
greatest actual decreases took place in the 
areas under turnips and potatoes, which de- 
clined by 5,828 acres and 2,091 acres respec 
tively.

LIVESTOCK. 


The numbers of cattle, sheep and pigs in 
1951 showed an increase as compared with 
1930. In the case of cattle the increase was 
over 7,600, or 1.1 per cent., the principal 
gains occurring in the numbers of milch 
cows and cattle under one vear, which in- 
creased by 1.2 per cent. and 4.6 per cent. 
respectivefty. Heifers in calf also showed a 
smal! increase of 320, or 1.4 per cent., but 
other cattle over one year in age decreased 
in number by 3,800. 

Sheep again showed ‘a relatively large in- 
crease of 12.7 per cent., having risen from 
704,100 m 1930 to 793,257 in 1931. This is 
the sixth successive year in which the num- 
ber of sheep has coustituted a new high 
record. 

For the second year in succession pigs 
showed an increase, the numbers being 
235.569 in 1931, as compared with 216,315 in 
1930, an advance of almost 9 per cent. For 
the first year since 1927 the numbers of 
poultry showed a slight decrease. All classes 
of poultry were fewer than in 1930. Ordinary 
fowl declined from 7,659,293 to 7,636,858, or 
by 0.3 per cent.; turkeys from 380,996 to 
336,424, or by 11.7 per cent.; geese from 
146,346 to 152,990, or bv 9.1 per cent., and 
ducks from 621,703 to 572,088, or by 8.0 per 
cent. 

Horses used in agriculture decreased in 
numbers from 87,101 to 86,485, but unbroken 
horses increased by 730 to 7,788.

“Tha contribution of America to our 
cause ” was the iitle of an address delivered 
bv Mr. Sean T. 0’Kelly, T.D., at the weekly 
lecture held in Wynn's Hotel, Dublin, last 
night, under the auspices of Fianna Fail. 
Mr. Padraic O Maille presided, and there was 
a large attendance. 

Mr. O'Kelly said that the fact that Irish- 
men contributed to a considerable extent in 
bringing to success the fight of the people 
of the United States for independeftce was 
nd longer contradicted. Historians of all 
kinds had to admit that on land and on sea 
Irishmen were amongst the most efficient and 
successful leaders of the American forces. To 


his mind, the generous reciprocal contribu- 
tion of America and Americans to the Irish 
struggle for freedom was not so well re- 
membered by some of them. 

He pointed out that the first organised 
effort to assist Ireland's fight for freedom was 
made by Americans in connection with the 
Fenian movement, which was founded in 
New York in 1856. He outlined the progress 
of the Fenian organisation in Ireland and 
America until the time of its failure in 1867. 
It was not until 1913 that any considerable 
revival of interest in the Irish political move- 
ment was shown. From then on Republican 
activity grew in Ireland, and so did interest 
and sympathy grow and extend in America. 

He stated that a sum of two and a half 
million pounds sterling was subscribed in 


America in 1920 and 1921 to the movement 
for the Republic.

I understand that the Commission 
appointed to inquire into the cause of 
the poison fog which was responsible for 
sixty-four deaths in the Meuse Valley, in 
Belgium, last winter, has not yet arrived 
at any definite conclusion. Meanwhile the 
inhabitants of the district are wondering 
whether they will have to suffer a similar 
visitation this year. It is generally under- 
stood that this deadly fog is due to 
chemical factories having discharged into 
the air large quantities of sulphur 
dioxide, which, under certain atmospheric 
conditions, becomes transformed into 
sulphuric acid. The meteorological authori- 
ties state that these conditions are only 
liable to recur every twenty years. They 
have arranged to send out sienals when 
weather conditions similar to those of last 
December are anticipated.

IRELAND IN 
LONDON. | 


THROUGH THE EYES 
OF AN EXILE. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 


A COLD day, and a foggy, in London for 


the general election—and cars bring- 

ing folk to the polls creep through 
the sulphurous blanket. It means that the 
old or feeble cannot go to the polls, but per- 
lps the percentage of these in the different 
parties is about equal, and so this loss will 
be canceled out. 

In the last few days the first real spell of 
winter made it unpossible to gather large 
audiences in the streets. But the baked 
chestnut and hot potato men did a roaring 
trade, and were the pleasantest sights in the 


city, with their glowing fires and their 
warm'ng tare. 


EMPTY RESTAURANTS. 


On the other hand, a Soho restaurant that 
is usually crowded, so that diners must wait 
for a table, was nearly empty every night 
for a week before the election. — The pro- 
prietor, looking ruefuly over his immaculate 
white tables and shining cutlery, with very 
few there to use either, said that in his 
twenty-five years’ experience of London he 
had never known such a dearth of cus‘omers. 
Hie vould only conclude that everybody was 
eating a sandwich somewhere and then going 
on to election meetings. His patrons were all 
regular,’ he explained, and were not likely 
to have transferred their custom. He 
emphasised that most of the men to whom he 
spoke were taking this election more serious y 
than anything since the end of the war. he 
is a cvnic, however, and declared with a 
smile that, whatever the result, nothing would 
change much in E :gland—noth.ng ever did! 


CHRISTMAS. 


The big shops are getting ready for 
Christmas. and, at the same time, issuing 
solemn warnings to their customers that 
prices are going up. Hats are becoming 
normal again; that is to say, the “ vagabond 
cloche’’ is now favoured by most women 1n 
some form of another and tricornes look 
almost as demodés as the bowler cr the 
toque. It is a difficuit world for. cinema stars 
who, so to say, try to keen their millinery 
topical. The “pictures” that are being re 
leased now are full of ‘‘ fashionable ” ladies 
ooking like last summer or 1870. 


THE ROYAL WEDDING. 


Apparently, every class of the community 
caught some sort of excitement from the 
Royal wedding last Saturday, and welcomed 
it as a diversion from gloomy forebodings of 
an economic character and the earnestness of 
election ~ speeches. Between it and polling 
day Queen Mary found tim2 to visit the 
exhibition of Contemporary Needlework at 
Bruton street. One of the organisers, and 
one of the exhibitors, is Mr. Ernest Thesiger, 
the actor, who is aiso an amateur painter of 
some distinction. His sense of design is, 
naturally, a great boon to him in his em- 
hroidery work. 


THE SITWELLS. 


It is rumoured that the Sitwell brothers 
are taking to the needle. These two brothers 
and their sister Edith, best-known and most 
self-conscious of all the London highbrows, 
will probably soon find that occupation too 
commonplace. They used to decry cricket, 
goli and the like as evidence of a too-blatant 
virility; but when retired colonels and ex- 
edmirals take to the needle, instead of to 
the bat or the golf club, the use of 
that implement must also be regarded as 
degradingly energetic and low-brow. The 
Sitwells have a great deal of Irish blood, 
being, indeed, of that many-sided and proli- 
fic stock—the Hely-Hutchinsons. 


SCOTLAND YARD.

There is much dissatisfaction in Irish 
Rugby football circles in London. Only one 
club im this city is affiliated to the Irish and 
not to the English Regby Union, and that 
is the London-Irish. Jt is running six teams 
this year, and has a membership of three 
thousand, so that it cannot be said to be 
languishing for want of support. But it 1s 
felt that too many Irishmen who settle here 
are joining other clubs, and an attempt is to 
be made to get the Irish selectors to prefer 
those Irish players who join the London- 
Irish to those wh go to purely English clubs 
for the wearing of the green-caps. 


SIR T. MOLONY. 


An eusy and lazy-seeming grace, distin- 
uishes the speeches of Sir Thomas Moleny 
hast Saturday he lectured the Trish Literary 
Society on The Par Yesterday and To-day.

A DUBLIN EXHIBITION, 


Patrons of art in Dublin will have an op- 
portunity between November 9th and 14th of 
seeing, for the first time in Ireland, a new de- 
parture in painting, which has come to be 
known as crystallian wegen, Ais other words, 
painting on glass. The exhbition, which is 
to be opened by the Lord Mayor in the 
Mansion House on November 9th, has been 
organised by Miss Olive Cunningham (Mrs. 
Henning), Miss Marion King and Miss Nano 
Reed. 

Miss King has produced some very artistic 

work on glass, portraying subjects from Irish 
folk-lore. Among them are King Lir bidding 
good-bye to his feathered children; Emer, 
wife of Cuchuiain, armed with a dagger, run- 
ning to the strand to kill the lovers of her 
husband; Moran the Just at Croaghpatrick, 
and St. Kevin and Kathleen by the lake at 
Glendalough. Blue, white and gold predomi- 
nate in the colours, and the effect is not only 
striking, but most artistic. 
Miss Cunningham, a winner of the Taylor 
Scholarship in the Dublin Metropolitan School 
of Art, will place on view illustrations in 
black and white, water-colours of well-known 
places in Norchern Ireland, and some delight- 
ful studies of nursery pictures in crystallian 
painting.

SPECIAL delegate conference of the 

National Union of Railwaymen in 
London yesterday, by seventy-five votes to 
five endorsed the decision of the Executive, 
that Mr.,J. H. Thomas is not entitled to 
a pension on retiring from the Political 
General Secretaryship of the Union. 

Mr. Thomas made an _ impassioned 
appeal to the conference. Pointing to his

CAME TOO LATE. 


LONELY IRISHWOMAN’S 
DEATH IN PARIS.

PARIS, Friday. 

A fortune that came too late was re- 
vealed by the death of a poor seventy-one 
years old Irishwoman; Miss Minmie 
Gommon, who was found dead in a small 
room she had occupied for some time in 
the Paris suburb of Courbevoie. 

On the floor lay an unopened letter from 
her Paris lawyer asking her to call about 
an inheritance of some £8,000 of which 
she was the beneficiary.

Little 
was known about her, and she seemed to 
have no relations living, and few, if any, 
friends. 

Great surprise has, therefore, been 
aroused, by the story of her fortune; but 
the lawyer, on the ground of professional 
secrecy, declines to make any statement 
on the matter.

when it. accepted the mandate; nor is it 
surprising that some of these minorities 
should feel apprehensive as to their status 
when the mandate comes to an end.

PROVIDING WORK FOR 
ABLE-BODIED PERSONS. 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin presided at a 
joint private meeting of the Dublin Crrvora- 
tion and the Dublin Board of Assistance 
(Dublin Union Committee) in the City Hall, 
last night.

Certain sc of relief works were sub- 
mitted to the meeting by the City Manager, 
and it was decided that these schemes should 
be submitted to the Board of Assistance for 
examination.

ing to the annual debates on the estimtes in 
a modern parliament. Revennes were appro- 
priated to objects of expenditure—i.e., the 
proceeds of specified taxes were earmarked 
for specified services and paid into separate 
treasuries, There was nothing corresponding 
to the British Consolidation Fund or 
the Central Fond in the Free “State, 
this earmarking produced an  immo- 
bility of balances, and in the absence 
of a general budget resulted in uncertainty 
as to the total finanvial position at any given 
moment. In conjunction with the piscemeal 
consideration of projects of expenditure 
without concurrent consideration of the total 
revenue available. it encouraged expenditure, 
But-at was hardly fair to condemn the 
Athenians on account of a fault shared by all 
civiliised States until last century, by very 
many of them until near this century, and 
still extant. 

tn the sixth century in Athens surpluses 
were small, the tax system was rigid, and 
the greater part of .the nersonal services re- 
quired were provided without pay as a politi- 
cal duty. h. the fourth century the State's 
requirements of personal service had to be 
hought at censiderably enhanced rates, and 
dissipation of resources increased the financial! 
embatrassinent of the city, so that mm times 
of crisis there was no reserve of elasticity. 
The lecturer went on to describe the method 
of tax ca'lection, which was in all cases save 
two farmed out, auctioned to the highest 
bidder. Expenditure was also _ largely 
delegated. The functions of the civil 
service were rflormed by salaried 
freemep in the higher grades and by 
public slaves in the lower. Of the public 
slaves the most important were the police 
Originally 300 in number, they increased to 
about 1,200. 

The lecturer dealt in detail with the pro- 
gremme of Athenian public works associated 
with the name of Pericles, and said that if 
such works were prompted, as Andreades 
asserted, by the motive of providing relief 
works, then they formed the first link in 
the chain of forms of public relief continued 


and the other payments which formed the 
foundation of the notion that citizens had a 
right to be maintained at the State's ex 


pense.

aimed, Although it was lackifig in many 
parts, it led ultimately to the whole modern 
system of credit banking and modern 
finance. One of the most striking omissions 
from the financial arrangements ' of fifth ; 
century Athens was tha subject of edycation, 
on which so much of the moderr. budget was 
expended. It was & cirious thing, that a 
State which contriluted so, much to the 
education of the world should have made ro 
provision for education iu its finances. 
Another omission worth dwelling on was the 
omission of all attémpt to deal: with public 
health. Although the mast civilised city in 
the world, Athens was a'so the dirtiest. Tf 
theré had been even rudiméntary organisa- 
tion in the matter of public beslth, the 
plagné following the Peloponesian War would 
not have been so disastrous. 

The elaborate building operations which 
Pericles carried out he compared to the 
Russian Five Years Plan. The building of 
the Parthenon and the other works in the 
Periclean schéme was carried out with the 
idea of giving the proletariat a grod time, 
and at the same time of beantifving the 
State. The Athenians pursued a policy of 
bringing into the city as much wealth 4s 
was possible ip order to heantify it. The

DIES IN POVERTY. 

From “ Tug Times"? CORRFSPONDENT. 

| BERLIN. Friday. 

There has just died in Berlin Herr 
Friedrick Wilhelm Gobel. a man who 
described himself as “ ‘ne inventor of the 
tank,’’ and who had played some part in 
the numerous early experiments made with 
vehicles of this type. 

' Gobel wag a Balt of ol.seure origin. He 
is said to have been a showman and a 
mechanic, and first enters the picture with 
a curious vehicle moving on two pairs of 
iron feet, which he displayed at country 
fairs. In 1913 he displayed at an ágri- 
cultural exhibition at Posen a caterpillar 
wagon which, as the iliustrations show. 
climbed without difficulty a pyramidal 
structure nearly 100 feet high and having 
á gradient of 30 degrees. | 

At the beginning of the War Gobel at 
once thought of adapting his vehicle to 
military purposes, and carly in 1916 he 
demonstrated a '' land armoured-cruiser ”’ 
—a formidable-looking craft—to repre- 
sentatives of the Ministry-of War. They, 
however, were not convinced of its merits. 

A few months later. on September 15, 
1916, the first British tanks went into 
action on the Somme, and some time 
passed before the German Army was able 
to produce a retaliatory weapon. 

In later years Herr Gobel, a disap- 
pointed but undaunted man, had been 
very busy trying t) raise the money to 
build an ice-breaker, with wind-driven
